Ray's Indictment of Business; 
Chabrol's study of Parricide

Indian director Satyajit Ray's 
film “The Middleman ”(1976) is 
about a young man fresh out of 
college who cant get a job 
”commensurate with his educatio. 
In desperation， with the dreams of 
his old-fashioned，Brahmin father 
crumbling into ashes，the young 
man goes into business for himself 
as a middleman”or a broker for 
almost anvthing .that can be 
bought or sold in the Indian 
business World， 。 

The Middleman” is not -as 
Savage OF as good as Ravs“The 
Adversarv (1971)，which was a 
totally pessiniistic story of a young 
Brahmin frustrated by govern- 
ment bureatucracy and red tape. 
The ,two pictures as a block， 
however，Pprove that when Ray 
wants to excoriate government 
and business for their dehuman- 
izing of the idqividual，he is a 
formidable eraftsman indeed 

Some of the young filmmakers 
in this country have a reputation 
tor their anti-establishment 下 Ims， 
but tbhev havenmt even approached 
the moral outrage of Rav in these 
to films， (When it comes .right 
dowmn to it，thev_ havent even 
approached the moral outrage of 
Frank Capras best films in the 
late30sand earlv 40's)， 

PARALLELS 

，Rav populates the film with 
character who are oddly both 
repellent and attractive， Other 
fm parallels that come imme- 
diatelv to mindq are the OFrsof 
Welles black maketeer i 误 “The 
Third Man” and the George -Segal 
procurer in “King Rat.” Robi 
Chosh is siimmiiarlv engaging as the 
franklyv opportunistic Mitter in 
“The Middleman. ”But like Welles 
in The Third Man,”we become 
guilty and Sorry that we sym- 
pathized with the ”lovable 
rascal.、 when we see what 
damage he has catsed and how 
weak he reallv is. 

The 129-minute black and 
white film， in Bengali with 
English subtitles， is remarkable in 
the number of characters of some 
depth it is able to establish in a 
two-hour length. Pradip Mukher- 
ji and Satva Bannerji deserve 
Special mention as the :young 
student and his doleful father. 

“The Middleman”opens todav 
at the Centro Cedar Cinema with 
Rayvsvisuallv-beautiful Davs and 
Nights in the Forest”as a co- 
feature. Its just as well that“The 
Middleman is not paired with 
“The Adversarv.” Avoung student 
who took- seriouslv the two 
Pessimistic ”films ， back-to-back 
might jump off the Golden Cate 
Bridge.

e When Claude Chabrol was 
honored at the San Franciso Film 
Festival recentlv，he was asked 
about the “superficial” similarities 
between his films 
Hitchcocks. Chabrol agreed that 
the Similarities (thevy both are 
attracted to gruesome subjects and 
crimes: both are more interested 
in how a criminal is caught than 
:in the whodunit genre) are Super- 
ficial and he suggested that 
Hitchceock subjectifies his material 
while he (Chabrol) is more distant 
位 om his material.

“Here is a girl who commits 
Parricide just because she wants to 
be free of family constraints” 工 
make no judgments.， She is 
compulsive，promiscuous and her 
parents are unfortunate.”

Hitchcock is more a moralist 
than Chabrol, a fact that Chabrol 
not only admits，but he seems 
proud to acknowledge， However， 
Hitchcock's morality may be more 
dictated by his understanding that 
most audiences like to have the 
film and the villain wrapped up at 
the end, than by any inner moral 
Strength.

Approaching the cemetery now， 
the visitor finds only a single post 
of the cemetery gate and part of 
the，unpainted wooden Picket 
fence surrounding the cemetery 
still stamrding. The gate post is at 
least 12 feet high and about a foot 
thick. In its _ upper part tbere are 
twWwo notches. keyed to thbe cross- 
bars which held the sign with the 
cemetery name.
